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Pioneer  hobbyist  active  at  81

Today’s  column  is  a  belated 
“Happy  Birthday’’  to  William  S. 
Dewey,  who  turned  81  on  Dec.  5. 

Dewey,  who  lives  in  retirement  in 
Crest  wood  Village,  Manchester 
Township,  is  an  inspiration  to  all  of 
us  who  find  scholarly  pleasure  from 
the  world  of  numismatics  —  coins, 
medals,  paper  money,  pertinent 
documents,  and  friendship  with  those 
having  similar  interest. 

At  an  age  when  most  of  us  would 
be  content  on  looking  back  on  life, 
Dewey  looks  ahead  with  new  avenues 
to  explore  and  remains  active  in  the 
Ocean  County  Coin  Club  and  the  Gar¬ 
den  State  Numismatic  Association. 

Although  Dewey  sold  off  his  coin 
collection  in  the  50s,  he  continues  to 
thrive  on  research  into  the  life  and 
medals  of  Adm.  George  Dewey  and 
other  numismatic  areas. 

Dewey’s  roots  in  the  hobby  go 
back  a  long  way. 

While  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  now  has  a  handsome 
headquarters  in  Colorado  and  a 
membership  in  the  thousands,  Dewey 
can  remember  when  it  consisted  of  a 
handful  of  men.  It  was  so  small,  in 
fact,  that,  as  librarian  and  curator,  he 
used  to  keep  the  few  books  that  the 
ANA  had  in  a  cardboard  box  in  his 
home. 

For  those  of  us  who  keep  promis¬ 
ing  to  “get  organized,”  my  friend 
Dewey  can  be  an  inspiration  or  a 


thorn,  depending  on  the  mood  I’m  in. 
Everything  he  has  —  Dewey  medals, 
completed  articles,  research  for 
future  articles,  etc.  —  is  meticulously 
field,  cataloged,  photographed, 
Xeroxed  and  labeled. 

Asked  how  the  habit  of  research 
and  filing  developed,  Dewey  traces 
his  methodology  back  to  his  career  as 
an  engineer  for  Bell  Telephone  of 
New  York. 

“We  had  to  keep  a  record  of  every¬ 
thing  and  know  where  to  find  it  when 
we  needed  it,”  he  recalled. 

One  of  Dewey’s  challenges  in  re¬ 
cent  years  was  to  explore  the  history 
of  Ocean  County,  in  general,  and  of 
such  things  as  its  currency,  wooden 
nickels  and  tokens  in  particular. 

While  one  might  be  surprised  to 
think  of  a  county’s  currency,  the 
thought  becomes  more  understand¬ 
able  when  one  realizes  that  local 
banks  and  even  some  prominent  indi¬ 
viduals  could  issue  their  own  notes  at 
one  time. 

Dewey  has  completed  and  pub¬ 
lished  research  papers  covering  Lake¬ 
wood’s  ties  to  the  Bergen  Iron  Works 
and  Manchester  Township’s  roots 
with  the  vast  holdings  and  enterprise 
of  the  William  A.  Torrey  family. 

Working  in  a  related  field,  Dewey 
discovered  that  Toms  River  was  an 
active  banking  community  in  the  mid- 
and  late- 1 9th  century,  and  for  a  very 
interesting  reason. 

New  York  banks  would  open 
branches  in  Toms  River  to  discourage 


customers  from  redeeming  bank 
notes  for  cash.  The  bankers  believed 
few  persons  would  make  the  trip 
from  New  York  to  Toms  River  —  a 
three-day  trip  —  just  to  redeem  the 
notes.  Meanwhile,  the  banks  were 
able  to  use  the  hard  cash. 

Those  who  made  the  trip  to  Toms 
River  added  to  the  community’s 
economy  by  having  to  use  local  hotels 
and  restaurants  before  making  the  re¬ 
turn  trip  home.  Much  of  the  local 
commerce  was  carried  out  with  the 
exchange  of  local  scrip  and  tokens, 
things  that  today’s  collectors  enjoy 
having. 

Two  of  Dewey’s  favorite  pieces  are 
tokens  issued  by  Nite  Owl  Taxi,  Toms 
River,  and  Flo’s  Diner,  Beach  Haven. 

While  Dewey  has  thoroughly  en¬ 
joyed  his  years  in  the  hobby,  he  has 
some  apprehensions  about  the  future. 

One,  he  sees  the  tilt  toward  pursu¬ 
ing  coins  as  an  investment  rather  than 
as  a  hobby  as  harmful  in  that  it  has 
siphoned  off  a  lot  of  coins,  thus  hurt¬ 
ing  the  opportunity  to  gather  a  fine 
collection  at  reasonable  cost. 

Two,  he  feels  the  proliferation  of 
grades  has  made  it  almost  impossible 
to  define  a  piece,  especially  in  the 
uncirculated  grades,  such  as  an 
MS-61  or  62  or  an  MS-63,  64  or  65, 
with  hundreds  or  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  riding  on  those  differences.  That, 
he  adds,  has  simply  turned  many 
people  off  coins. 

Dewey  suggests  that  those  coming 
into  the  hobby  should  stay  within  the 
limits  of  what  they  can  do  and  find 
fun  and  interest  in  such  things  as 
tokens  and  medals.  “You  can  buy 
Hard  Times  tokens,  for  example, 
without  spending  $22  million  to  do 
it,”  he  said. 

Dewey,  who  in  recent  times  com¬ 
pleted  and  had  published  a  work  on 
Manchester  Township,  has  started  a 
brand  new  endeavor,  researching  the 
history  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  and  the  medals  issued  by 
that  fraternal  order  of  veterans  who 
served  in  the  Civil  War.

The  Presidents  and  General  Show 
Chairmen  representing  Garden  State 
Numismatic  Association  during  the 
three  years  that  ERRORAMA  was 
hosted  were  treated  recently  to  a  night 
out  on  the  town  by  an  appreciative 
national  error  collector’s  club. 

The  individuals  present  were  past 
Presidents  Jim  Brandt  and  Steve  Tay¬ 
lor,  Bill  Horton,  Jr.,  General  Chair¬ 
man  in  ’84  and  ’86,  Archie  Black, 
General  Chairman  in  '85  and  current 
President  Jerry  Zara.  Several  wives 
were  also  invited  and  joined  in  the 
festivities. 

Lily  Langtry’s  at  the  Valley  Forge 
Sheraton  hotel  was  the  site  chosen  for 
entertaining  the  distinguished  guests 
and  dinner  was  followed  by  a  top- 
notch  live  stage  presentation  of  Greg 
Thompson’s  famed  follies. 

Bob  Larkin  represented  CONECA 
at  the  direction  of  President  Ed 
Miller.  Larkin  holds  Board  Seat  num¬ 
ber  1  in  the  organization  and  func¬ 
tioned  as  Bourse  Chairman,  General 
Chairman  and  Exhibit  Chairman,  re¬ 
spectively,  at  the  three  East  Coast 
ERRORAMAS. 

How  these  ERRORAMAS  came  to 
be  is  a  story  in  and  of  itself. 

In  1982  when  the  two  national  er¬ 
ror  clubs,  CONE  and  NECA,  voted 
to  merge  their  forces  into  one  organi¬ 
zation,  a  pair  of  important  decisions 
were  made. 

The  first  was  to  look  into  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  nesting  ERRORAMA  within 
a  popular  regional  event  to  maximize 
the  attendance  of  error/variety  col¬ 
lectors  and  to  expose  this  section  of 
the  hobby  to  those  not  familiar  with 
the  pursuit. 

The  second  decision  made  was  to 
move  the  location  of  ERRORAMA 
from  the  West  Coast  where  it  had 
been  held  for  a  decade  as  an  indepen¬ 
dent  show.  The  thinking  behind  the 
second  idea  was  to  make  ERROR¬ 
AMA  a  truly  national  event  by 
moving  it  to  different  sections  of  the 
country  from  time  to  time  in  order 
that  many  unable  to  travel  long  dis¬ 
tances  might  attend  a  show  close  to 
home. 

The  East  Coast  was  selected  as  a 
potential  site  pending  acceptance  by  a 
regional  organization. 


A  committee  of  three  was  formed 
to  investigate  sites  available  to  host 
an  ERRORAMA  in  1984. 

John  Wexler,  then  President  of 
CONECA,  headed  this  committee 
with  Adolf  Weiss  and  Bob  Larkin 
also  serving.  Contact  was  made  with 
Jim  Brandt  of  GSNA  and  also  with 
Bob  Rudy  representing  Maryland 
State  Numismatics. 

Following  nearly  a  year  of  negotia¬ 
tions,  GSNA  was  given  the  nod  after 
both  boards  had  approved  plans  to 
host  the  event. 

ERRORAMA  is  the  annual  show¬ 
case  of  error/variety  collectors. 

At  this  event  more  specialty  dealers 
in  error/variety  material  gather  to¬ 
gether  than  at  any  other  single  show 
anywhere  in  the  world. 

Collectors  are  given  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  exhibit  their  favorite 
error/variety  coins  while  educational 
forums  spot-light  the  best  informa¬ 
tion  available  to  those  interested. 

Much  more  than  just  a  coin  show, 
ERRORAMA  has  garnered  a  reputa¬ 
tion  as  the  social  event  of  the  year  for 
error/variety  specialists. 

Warm  co-operation  between 
GSNA  and  CONECA  worked  for 
three  years  of  first-rate  activity.  A 
prime  reason  for  the  success  of  these 
shows  was  the  availability  of  workers 
to  make  it  all  happen. 

Crossover  co-operation  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  Bill  Horton  and 
Steve  Taylor  each  played  roles  in  the 
ERRORAMA  agendas.  Horton 
served  as  Exhibit  Chairman  for 
ERRORAMA  ’85  while  Taylor  was  a 
featured  educational  forum  speaker. 

Given  the  overall  success  of  the 
three  East  Coast  shows,  it  naturally 
became  evident  that  those  individuals 
most  responsible  for  GSNA  liaison 
deserved  appropriate  recognition.  It 
was  taken  into  consideration  that 
those  same  persons  had  walls  full  of 
plaques  of  recognition  and  to  merely 
add  to  those  seemed  redundant. 
Something  special  that  would  be  long 
remembered  was  called  for  and  the 
idea  of  a  night  out  on  the  town  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  designated  officials 
within  CONECA  as  filling  the  bill. 

It  is  evident  from  the  warm  re¬ 
sponse  given  the  affair  that 


CONECA  did  not  err  in  selecting  this 
course  of  action. 

The  end  of  one  era  usually  means 
the  beginning  of  another  and  such  is 
the  case  concerning  ERRORAMA. 
The  event  moves  next  year  to  Mil¬ 
waukee,  Wisconsin  where  it  will  be 
nestled  within  the  famed  MECCA 
convention. 

This  represents  still  another  mile¬ 
stone  in  that  the  Mid-West  has  never 
before  hosted  the  spectacular  while 
also  fulfilling  the  original  intent  of 
making  ERRORAMA  accessible  to 
each  region. 

ERRORAMA  ’88  is  slated  for 
Anaheim,  California  with  a  reprise  to 
the  East  in  the  planning  stages  for  ’89.

Club  Honors  Mints 

by  JOHN  H.  ROSENGREN 


The  Northern  Valley  Coin  Club  of 
Demarest,  N.J.  recently  struck  a 
medal  in  honor  of  the  200th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  New  Jersey  Colonial  Mints 
and  the  three  million  copper  coins 
they  produced  during  their  three 
years  of  authorized  production. 
Many  of  the  Original  Colonies  such 
as  Vermont,  Virginia,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut 
produced  their  own  coinage  after  the 
Revolutionary  War  and  New  Jersey 
was  a  producer  of  coins  as  well. 

On  June  1,  1786  the  New  Jersey 
Colonial  Legislature  authorized 
Thomas  Goadsby,  Albion  Cox  and 
Walter  Mould  to  mint  three  million 
copper  coins  during  1786-1788. 
Goadsby  and  Cox  minted  their  cop¬ 
pers  in  Rahway  while  Mould  minted 
his  in  Morristown. 

All  three  of  the  original  minters 
had  difficulty  filling  their  quota  of 
coppers  for  the  legislature.  The  coins 
were  to  be  worth  15  to  the  shilling  and 
weigh  150  grains  each.  Cox  even 
spent  some  time  in  debtor’s  prison, 
later  escaped  and  fled  to  England. 

The  coppers  were  minted  by  hand, 
one  at  a  time  and  several  thousand 
had  to  be  produced  daily  to  meet  the 
legislative  deadline  of  June  1788.  One 
man  placed  the  copper  blank  (plan- 
chet)  on  the  lower  die  (where  the  coin 
design  had  been  engraved)  and  the 
upper  die  was  lowered  by  a  large 
wooden  screw  operated  by  two  men 
who  pushed  a  wooden  beam  in  a 
semi-circle  to  apply  pressure  for  the 
imprinting  of  the  dies  on  the  copper, 
and  then  back  again  to  release  the 
new  coin.  Since  pressure  was  not  uni¬ 
form  with  each  strike,  many  of  the 
coppers  were  poorly  struck,  struck 
off  center  and  nearly  all  have  a  poor 
quality  in  the  center  of  the  coin.  The 
dies  had  been  hardened  but  through 
continuous  use  and  too  great  pres¬ 
sure,  they  often  broke  or  cracked. 
Dies  were  expensive  to  cut,  took  a 
long  time  to  make  and  were  often 
kept  in  use  long  after  a  break  just  to 
keep  up  production.  Many  of  the  ori¬ 
ginal  coppers  have  horse  heads  with 
protruding  tongue,  goiter  of  the 
lower  jaw  of  the  horse,  and  one  has  a 
line  going  from  the  horse  head  to¬ 
ward  the  plow  (bridle  variety). 


New  Jersey  Coppers  are  available 
at  coin  shows,  auctions  and  from 
dealers  at  prices  from  $10  up  to 
$52,000  depending  on  condition, 
strike  and  rarity.  It  is  much  more  fun 
to  acquire  New  Jersey  Coppers  at 
garage  sales,  flea  markets,  or  from 
accumulations  in  attics  or  cellars. 
One  triple  struck  New  Jersey  Copper 
was  found  recently  in  South  Hacken¬ 
sack,  in  the  foundation  of  an  old 
house  which  was  being  demolished. 
Some  of  these  coins  may  be  VERY 
RARE  and  worth  quite  a  bit  of 
money  —  and  most  people  don’t  even 
know  what  they  are.  If  YOU  see  a 
coin  that  looks  like  the  illustration 
(horse  head  and  plow  on  one  side  and 
shield  on  the  other)  you  may  have  a 
valuable  early  New  Jersey  Copper! 

The  coin  club  medal  was  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Northern  Valley  Coin  Club.  It  was 
struck  by  the  Pressed  Medals  Prod¬ 
ucts  Ltd.,  of  Vancouver,  B.C., 
Canada  and  is  29mm  in  diameter  and 
was  struck  in  copper  (maximum  mint¬ 
age  1000)  and  in  silver  (maximum 
mintage  100).  The  copper  piece  is 
available  at  $3.50  each  and  the  silver 
piece  which  contains  about  one  third 
of  an  ounce  of  .999  fine  silver  is  sold 
out.  The  copper  piece  is  accompanied 
by  a  card  giving  information  about 
the  medal.  Checks  or  money  orders 
for  the  medal  plus  a  stamped,  self-ad¬ 
dressed  letter  size  envelope  may  be 
sent  to  John  H.  Rosengren,  332  East- 
side  Ave.,  Ridgewood,  N.J.  07450. 

The  medals’  obverse  (head  side) 
shows  a  horse  head  and  plow  repre¬ 
senting  the  importance  of  agriculture 
in  the  New  Jersey  Colony.  Nova 
Caesarea  (New  Jersey)  was  the  name 
given  by  the  Duke  of  York  when  he 
sold  the  New  Jersey  Colony.  The 
Island  of  Jersey  (in  the  English 
Channel)  had  been  “owned”  by 
Caesar  when  the  Romans  occupied 
England,  hence  the  Nova  Caesarea. 
The  date  is  under  the  plow  bar  and 
1786-1986  indicates  the  200th  anni¬ 
versary  of  this  series  of  New  Jersey 
Colonial  Coppers. 

The  reverse  of  the  medal  (tail  side) 
has  an  outlined  shield  and  E.  Pluribus 
Unum  (one  out  of  many)  around  the 
shield.
